rental of $10 per acre, payable in ad- 
vance, No applicant shall be allowed 
to lease more than anaréa of 2,500 
acres. _Notract may be contiguous, 
and the area shall, not exceed four 
miles in its greatest dimensions, Ap- 
plications are made through the do- 
minion lands agent or a sub-agent of 
the Gfttrict.. Lo unsurveyed territory 
the applications must be mad: within 
30 days after its being located. Where 
a dispute as to Toention occurs the 
right to the lease will be decided by 
the ministéer of the Imtcrivr upon hear- 
ing evidence.
